The opening of the school year will 1I 
bring relief to some of the young peo- 
[de who find prolonged liesure burden­ 
some and tedious. 
To others it will 
mean the added joy of the school a t­ 
mosphere and environment. 
To some 
parents it will bring relief from the 
distraction of keeping 
the children 
occupied and entertained. 
To others 
it will mean heavy hearts when they 
see for the first time the school shar- 1 
big with the home in the training of 
the child. 
To some young people it i 
will mean a struggle to give up a re­ 
m unerative 
position 
for w hat 
may 
seem to them less profitable work. 
Others will have a consciousness that 
no m atter how lucrative the position, : 
it will be more profitable to resume j 
schooling. 
These view education in 1 
terms of the future returns. Financial i 
needs may dictate that others continue 
their earnings to permit resumption I 
of the schooling later on. 
This train­ 
ing w ill be profitable, as a year of j 
work would produce, in addition to 
tile disciplinarian value, a more whole- i 
some regard for the advantages of 
education. 
The danger to this group 1 
is the “cooling process” that tokes I 
place during such intervals, with a ! 
resultant diminishing interest. 
As a rule, parents are more concern- 1 
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ed about adequate schooling than the 
child—this because of the fact that 
if they have been educated they ap­ 
preciate its value, and if nob they are 
conscious of their loss. 
Young people may argue that they 
have sufficient training to meet fu­ 
ture requirements. 
I t is difficult to 
foresee w hat these requirements may 
be. 
Because of rapidly changing stan­ 
dards, people are ever confronted with 
situations they could not have fore­ 
seen a decade ago. 
In farming, in in­ 
dustry and in business, as w'ell as the 
professions, we find more exacting de­ 
mands. 
I t is reasonable to predict 
that requirements in all such lines 
will continue to be raised. 
A like situation exists in adult life 
iii th at there are many w'ho ten years 
ago decided they had sufficient train­ 
ing to meet future requirements. 
In 
later years they found it necessary to 
raise the standards to meet increasing 
opportunities. 
It has m eant the pass­ 
ing of these opportunities of the re­ 
sumption of educational pursuits. Our j 
colleges, 
universities, correspondence i 
schools, part time schools and night J 
schools bear testimony to this situa­ 
tion. 
In them we find many adults I 
w’ho have returned to build up the 
foundation neglected in youth. 
It is hard to say when a boy or 
girl has had sufficient training. Such i 
training usually increases opportune ( 
ties as well as incomes. 
It would j 
seem a wise policy to be liberal in 
estim ating the amount of .educational j 
training required rather than be forc­ 
ed to acquire it at an age when they 
are less susceptible to it* 
The fact I 
that young people in increasing mim- j 
hers are today taking this precaution j 
makes the situation more emphatic 
and 
the demand 
more 
im perative. I 
Boards of education and school offi- ! 
eials, appreciating this situation, have j 
made adequate provisions for every ; 
demand. 
It rests with the young I 
people and their parents to do the 
rest. 
They should at least consult j 
with school officials before deciding I 
to term inate schooling.—B etter Schools 
League.
